Chicherin had said the Allied schame, while 
offering fallactous protection to Turkey, allowed a free passage in 
war time, thus exposing the south coast of Russia to sttack and 
obliging Russia to arm. Lord Curzon said he was disappointed at 
Chicherin’s spirit, and pointed out that Ismet Pasha did not regard 
the guarantees as iffusory, and only Chicherin discussed aggressive 
intentions towards Tutkey. Lord Carzon emphasised that the Allies” 
desire was to render full justice to Hussia, and said if Chicherin 
persisted in his view progress would be impossible. ‘

The papers, he said, had never 
been so goneraus in allotting 
space to the viewpoints of their 
correspondents, tut there was not

FUR FARMING. 


A Growing Indostry. 

Tho fur sales now in progress 
agaio, which in London alone 
amount toe over £3,090,000 in a 
year, are coming to ows more’ 
acd more to the fur farmer as 
distinct from the hunter aod 
trapper of the tar North-West. | 

Foe farming is naturally a 
Canadian industry, and of 660 or 
go fur farms, more than half are 
to be found on Prince Edward 
Taland. Here tho silver fox, 
skuck, mink, marten, otter, boautr, 
and many other animals sre 
domesticated for their fur. Ik is 
an industry in which capital is 
easantial, for prices of be : 
stock are big. 

For instange, the cost of a pair 
of five-months silver fox pups of 
good Princa Edward Island stoek 
tose in the four years from 1909 
to 1913 from $3,300 to $16,000 
and old stock of known fecnadity 
fetched up to $35,000 a pair. 

Some experts still hold that 
“farmed"™ furs are lower io 
quality than thosa secured in the 
wild state, but the.demands of 
fashion increase with anek vigor 
that the fur farm is and will 6oo- 
tinne to'be a proposition of wa- 
doubted attraction.
